Here also 
are the three top-notch stallions, Persimmon, Dia- 
mond Jubilee and Florizel II., which, curious!} 
enough, are brothers, located at the Heath Stud 
Farm. The foals, to the number of ten, and brood 
mares, sixteen, are at Sandringham stud. Ther« 
has been some weeding out in the training mate- 
rial, leaving only one three-year-old filly, Nadejda 
a remnant of the Perdita stock, and an own sister 
to his majesty’s Derby winners. She figures in the 
£10,000 events next year. This filly is the last of 
Perdita II. ’s nine foals.

This race 
is mere valuable than Kentucky’s most important 
event, the Kentucky Derby, and is more of a cham- 
pionship race, as there are no penalties or allow- 
ances in the Tennessee Derby, and this spring it 
will be worth about $6,000 to the winner. 

To win this Tennessee event would make Savable 
carry 127 pounds in the American Derby. Of course, 
Mr. Drake, being a Chicago man, would rather win 
the Chicago event, even if worth less, than the Ten- 
nessee Derby. 

Many good ones that were eligible to this race 
have been declared out of it January 1, to be | 
reserved for more valuable events, yet no truer test | 
is tbere than this same Tennessee Derby that is | 
made for the best— a gift to a real champion. 

Bnt all the owners of promising coming throe- j 
year-olds seem to have their heart set on winning 
the American Derby. Of course it is worth a good 
Jeal more than the Memphis event, bnt it may not 
be so easy to win. There is an idea among some of 
the trainers that horses prepared for these early 
events are injured, and are not good horses later 
on. Yet the past does not prove this to be a fact. 

The great horse McChesney will probably be seen i 
in the east next year. H. M. Tichenor, the wealthy j 
Chicago horse fancier and owner, has offered Dnr- . 
nell & Herz $10,000 for the horse. 

It is the intention of Mr. Tichenor to enter Me-. 
Chesney in the Metropolitan, Brooklyn and Sub- 
urban Handicaps. As Durnell, ruled off in France, i 
is debarred from the Jockey Club tracks, McChes- , 
ney cannot race there unless the property of an- J 
I other owner— a fact which is tending to facilitate i 
the consummation of the sale. 



Should the Chicago millionaire secure the great 
horse he will also be a ready party to a special 
match between McChesney and Hermis on one of 
the metropolitan tracks. Carrying 128 pounds he 
ran the first eighth of the mile of the Christmas 
Handicap in 11 seconds. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

John Skain, administrator for the estate of the 
late Lexington, Ky., tnrfman, James Mnrphy, has 
learned that the race, horse Fred Ackerman was 
sold by Murphy to Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., of New 
York, for $1,000 cash last summer. H. D. McIntyre, 
secretary of the Brooklyn Jockey Club, furnished 
Skain with this information. The horsa was missed 
by Skain and he did not know what had become of 
him. 

Jockey Clem Jenkins, who has been riding abroad 
for the last two seasons, will come back to this 
country early in the spring and expects to ride here 
throughout the season of 1903. He has not signed a 
contract as yet with an American owner and is still 
undecided what stable’s colors he will wear. Jen- 
kins did not have the best luck in the saddle on the 
other side, although he rode a number of winners 
when be first went to England. 

Top Gallant, niueteen years old, by Sterling— Sea 
Mark, by Adventure, died at" Willamette Stud 
several weeks ago. He was owned by J. B. Ewing. 
Top Gallant was imported in Canada several years 
ago and Stood in New Jersey and Tennessee before 
going to Kentucky. He was the sire of such good 
performers as Sidney Lucas, Algol, Typhoon II , 
Topsoil and Onatas. 

John E. Madden has just concluded negotiations 
for the sale of twenty broodmares. Thomas 
Hitchcock is the purchaser and the band of ma- 
tro us w ill be ^hipped to hi s stud a t Aiken, 8. C., 
about ihelend of this w’eek from Lexington, 

(JMr. Herz says there is no truth iu the rumor that 
he will ship his horses to Memphis, but he will 
shortly send Lucien Appleby, Prince Blazes, and 
Rolling Boer to the Scoggan farm, near Louisville, 
to be fired and turned out. 

Jockey Donegan, who is riding at New Orleans, 
is the little Brooklyn boy who was nearly killed by 
a fall from a horse at St. Louis last spring. He 
hovered between life and death for six weeks, but 
resumed riding in the fall. 

Cambrian did not completely break down at New 
Orleans in the Christmas Handicap.
